Its called the MX Z REV (or Revolu- 
tion), and ml be available on 2003 Sld-Doo 
MX Z SOOs and eoQs in the spring-order X 
and full-build Sport packages. Ski-Doo offi- 
cials said the suggested retail price will be 
competitive with the staridard MX Z line. 

The MX Z 600 even gets a uevi engine: 
a 600 H.O. It has the bottom end of Ski- 
Doo's 700 and 800 tivins, with a more rad- 
ical top end featuring NiCaSil-Uned rylip- 



der; and eight-petal reeds. Ski-Doo claims 
the 600 H.O. creates 10 percent more powei 
than its standard 600, vdth the biggest 
boost in top end. 

If you've been at a major snoaoss rare this 
season, yoi! may have already seen the REV 
ir! action. Ski-Doo built a handhil of Pro Open 
sleds using the chassis and gave them to sev- 
s. Trackside, one can see tile new A- 
arm front suspension, but we got much clos- 
er in an exclusive first test of the trail sleds.

The driver's legs bend at a gO-deoree 
angle at the knees, with feet flat on the ru n- 
ning boards and toes tucked under a toe hold . 

The shift in driver position v/as a part 
of a whole chassis redesign. It started five 
years ago when some Ski-Doo sled engi- 
neers, who were also dirt bike rideis, start- 
ed talking about how differently thev sat 
on theur bikes vs. tlieir sleds. 

When SM-Doo engineers started planning 
the REV they had sewral goals; better eigonom- 
ics. more chassis rigiditi', more mass central- 
ization, a neiv front suspension,
